NPS Traffic Engineering Services 
  

Two (2) selected consultant firms, will contract with CDOT to provide non-project specific traffic engineering 

services to CDOT Regions 3 and 5.  The contract work will be done on an "as needed basis". The term "as 

needed" means neither CDOT nor the consultants have an obligation under the contracts unless and until a task 

order is issued. Contracts resulting from the Invitation for Consultant Services are considered a "pricing 

agreement". The term of the contracts shall be for two (2) years, with an option at CDOT’s sole discretion, to 

extend the contracts for an additional year to complete task work initiated during the initial term.  

The contract amounts shall contain not exceed amounts of $1,000,000.00.  

 

CDOT intends to select two (2) consultants for work in Regions 3 and 5.  CDOT may elect to use these 

contracts for projects in other CDOT regions with Region 3 and/or Region 5 approval. 

 

DESCRIPTION:  Consultant services will consist of all work necessary to provide the services set forth in the 

draft scope of work, which is attached to this ad and can be used for the consultant statement of interest 

package. 

 
Firms submitting Statements of Interest/Work Plans must identify and provide a commitment of the availability 

of key staff members for the work. 

 

SPECIAL PROJECT REQUIREMENT:  All work is to be performed under the direction and supervision, 

appropriate to the task, of a Colorado-Licensed Professional Engineer, a Colorado-Licensed Professional Land 

Surveyor for Surveying Services, a Certified Industrial Hygienist, or, as appropriate, any combination of the 

foregoing.

• The prime firm of each team must be on CDOT's list of prequalified consultants by March 8, 2012. 

Prequalification must be done annually.  The prime firm or a member of its team must 

demonstrate workload capacity in the following discipline(s): TR-Traffic Engineering.
